OLSO, Sept. 21 (AP)—King 
Haakon VIT of Norway, an old” 
sailor who rode out the storms 
of invasion to reign for more | 
than half a century, died early 
today in the royal palace. 
He was 85 years old and the 
world’s oldest reigning monarch. 
The King had been growing 
weaker in his fight against a 
circulatory ailment. Death came 
shortly after a heart ailment 
developed at 4:30 a.m. (10:30 
p.m, yesterday, St. Louis time.) | 
Crown Prince Olav, regent of | 
the realm since his father broke 
a thigh bone in a fall in 1955, 
immediately became the new 
King—Olav V. 

There will be no coronation. 
Norway's constitution provided 
that Haakon was to be the last 
King formally crowned in coro- 
nation ceremonies. 

Olav submitted a written 
statement to a special Cabinet 
meeting saying he had suc- 
ceeded his father.

“I promise and swear I will 
rule the monarchy of Norway 
in agreement with its constitu- | 
tion,” the statement said.

St. Louisan Serves Two-Year 
Mormon Mission to Sweden 


A 22-year-old St. Louisan has 
returned from Sweden, where 
he spent two and a half years as 
a Mormon missionary. Richard 
Oscarson’s father, Roy W. Os- 
carson, served a similar mission 
in Sweden 30 years ago, and his 
grandfather, the late Gustav 
Oscarson, 50 years ago. 

A uate of Brentwood 
hool, Oscarson had at- 
tended Brigham Young Univer- 
sity, Provo, Utah, for a little 
more than a year, when he en- 
rolled in the spring of 1954 as 
a missionary of his church, 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints. Young men of 
that church serve their two-year 
mission without pay. 

Oscarson took a week of in- 
struction at his church’s head- 
es at Salt Lake City, 

sailed for Europe with six 
other young men; two went to 
Norway, one to Denmark, and 
three to Finland. More than 
5000 young men of tite church 
now are serving foreign mis- 
sions, and about 7000 are serv- 
ing in the United States. They 
go from door to door, carrying 
the message of their faith.

Oscarson spent seven, months 
in Stockholm, studying the 
Swedish language. (His grand- 
father was born in Sweden, 
and was converted to the Mor- 
mon faith before coming to the 
United States). Then he took a 
train to Skelleftea, a city of 17,- 
000 population near the Arctic 
circle, where he spent 14 
months. He and his co-mission- 
er lived in a chapel, which they 
cared for in lieu of rent, pre- 
pared their own meals and 
washed their own clothes. 

“The Swedish people are 
friendly—after they get to know 
you—and we were well re- 
ceived,” Oscarson said in an in- 
tervieW this week.

I was glad to wear long 
underwear and a heavy over- 
coat during that cold winter, 
which lasted from September 
to May.” 

Oscarson's parents, who live 
in Frontenac, met him at Stock- 
holm when his mission was fin- 
ished, and they visited the 
house where his granfather 
lived — Grandfather Oscarson 
returned to Sweden for his two- 
year mission after he had set- 
tled in the United States. The 
Oscarsons also visited Denmark, 
Switzerland and England.

ARLINGTON, Va., Sept. 21 
(AP)—An attorney for the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
turned over some of his fee rec- 
ords to a Virginia legislative 
committee on racial activities 
yesterday, after a state court 
ordered him to do so. 


The committee said it did not 
get records covering the period 
in which a public school inte- 
gration suit was filed against 
Arlington county school offi- 
cials. It said it would give the 
lawyer, Edwin C. Brown, sev- 
eral more days to find and sub- 
mit these records. 


Judge William D. Medley of 
Arlington circuit court ordered 
Brown to give the committee his 
fee book for the period from 
June, 1950, through June, 1955. 
Committee Chairman James 
M. Thomson of Alexandria said 
Brown complied except for rec- 
ords covering the period from 
June, 1954, to June 20, 1955. 
This is the period the commit- 
tee “is vitally interested in since 
that is the time the suit was 
filed,” Thomson declared, 


Thomson said two days of 
closed hearings here produced 
testimony indicating that plain- 
tiffs did not have control of the 
Arlington integration suit. He 
also predicted that information 
gathered by the committee 
would be sufficient “to bar the 
practice of law.” 


Samuel W. Tucker, another 


N. AA. C. P. attorney who repre- 


sented Brown, argued that the 
committee had no right to delve
